The plane, a Piper Cub, buried 


fire. Mr. Berdanier, 
killed outright, was jammed in the 
cockpit and it was some time be- 
fore he could be extricated. He 
had left Westchester Airport at 
9:55 a. m. The accident was re- 
ported to the police at 10:40 a. m. 

Mr. Berdanier, whose father is 
a landscape painter and etcher, 
was forty-one years old. He was 
born in Ct. Louis. He studied art 
there and devoted two years to its 
study in Europe. He had been art 
director for several magazines and 
corporations before entering the 
employ of the J. Walter Thomp- 
son agency some years ago. 

A collector of stamps and a for- 
mer secretary of the Collector’s 
Club, Mr. Berdanier was among 
the first to see the possibility of 
propaganda designs for stamps in 
war time. He was chairman of a 
committee of artists which took 
up the question with the govern- 
ment and evolved the three-cent 
stamp with the V-winged eagle in 
1942, the United Nations two-cent 
stamp and the 1-cent Four Free- 
doms stamp in 1943. In the lat- 
ter year Mr. Berdanier 
a committee of artists which at 
the request of the Cuban govern- 
ment, provided designs for two 
stamps issues. 

His wife, Mrs. Emma Klages 
Berdanier; two daughters, Margot 
and Lynne Bernadier, and his par- 
ents survive.

THE NEW CATALOGUE IS READY 


Part One of the new 1946 Standard Postage Stamp Catalogue 
from Scott Publications, Inc., in New York is at hand. This new 
book in its bright orange cover is an attractive volume and is still 
a war printing. The edition was limited due to paper restrictions so 
that the supply will not be as large as in former 
years. This first part of the catalogue still carries 
in the preface, a statement that issues of the Axis 
countries since 1941 are not included. Since none 
of the Axis countries normally appear in this part 
of the catalogue, we will naturally wonder if the 
publishers will be able to get the new Axis stamps 
listed in the second part of the catalogue which 
will be ready soon. It is possible that work and 
printing may have been too far advanced to get 
these issues in this new catalogue this year. If such 
is the case, could we not ask the Publishers to issue 
a special booklet in regular catalogue form and 
list all of the Axis issues of the past years in order 
Geo. W. Linn that collectors may have an official list of these 
stamps. Looking at this new catalogue we first thought of that new 
6c airmail find, the bicolor stamp with ultramarine instead of blue, 
but of course it is not included as this part of the catalogue had 
already been printed when this stamp was brought to light and we 
will have to wait for the Specialized edition to see it listed. 

Next we glanced at prices on some of the more active issues. 
Advances are the rule, stamps are continually going up and it is 
interesting to note that the Famous Americans are now priced at 
around current retail figures. This is a desirable change as old prices 
were so ridiculously low in the face of the current market that the 
inexperienced could not understand them. 

We are glad to see the flag stamp priced and note that there 
are some variations, 12c for some and 15¢ for others which show 
the trend of prices. It is noted however that the Denmark, which is 
turning into one of the better of the lot, is at 12c. This will doubt- 
less come up with the 15c items in another catalogue. 

Nothing later than the Korea of 1944 is listed in the U. S. post- 
age issues, this also is because printing had advanced beyond this 
section of the catalogue before the later new stamps were issued, we 
should find most of these later ones in the specialized catalogue 
which is out the last of the year. 

The Pony Express takes a big jump as was expected. We note 
also that the Pan-American Union stamp is-eoming up among the 
preferred items. ‘ 

One thing that we can not understand is why Mr. Clark has 
listed the three defense stamps imperf between and failed to list the 
14%c Martha Washington Presidential of which large numbers were 
found in this form. This latter is of course a precanceled stamp but 
none the less a U. S. Postage issue and it is our belief that its omis- 
sion is merely an oversight for it will be listed. ~ 

Prices on earlier items also show advances in line with more 
recent auction sales. 

Now that the war is over we will all wonder if present prices 
are to continue and in our humble opinion, we can not see how they 
can fall for the sound and solid issues of the past since the supply 
is definitely smaller than the demand and in stamps as in any other 
items, supply and demand set the prices. 

Get your new catalogue from your dealer at once, for this is to 
be an active year and the demand for catalogues should be heavier 
than usual, as all the boys returning from the service who have 
been without a catalogue for some years will want this new book. 








SERVICE ADDRESSES 

The biggest problem facing any publisher in the past few years 
has been to keep his paper going to those in the service who wanted 
to receive copies. 

In the first place many of the addresses were so lengthy that 
the usual addressing equipment in many offices were unsuited to 
making stencils or applying the complete address in full. In our own 
office we were obliged to reduce the size of the type used for many 
such addresses which made it more difficult to make perfect stencil 
prints and caused difficulty in delivery. However we fought the

Warren J. Brodie died in Ashe- 
ville, N. C., on August 5, 1945. He 
had been in ill health for about! 
a year, and was 82 years old. 

Mr. Brodie was the oldest mem- 
ber of Garfield-Perry Stamp 
Club, having been elected the 26th 
member of that club on January 
1892, and thereafter maintaining 
active membership’ continuously 
for over fifty-three years. During 
the early years of his membership, 
he was very active in club affairs, 
serving as Exchange Superinten- 
dent and Auction Manager - for 
many years. Although his fellow 
members desired him to serve as 
President, he declined to accept 
elective office. 

In 1887, he graduated from 
Rutgers College with the degree 
of Chemical Engineer, but before | 
he had established himself in that 
profession, he decided to come to 
Cleveland from his birthplace in 
Rochester, N. Y., and entered the 
employ of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, where he remained for 
many years as Secretary to the} 
late Louis E. Severance, Treasur- 
er of that company, and other of- 
ficials. Mr. Brodie was closely 
connected with leading industrial 
figures, including the late John D.

ROOSEVELT

Led by President Donald F. Ly- 
barger, thirteen officers and mem- 
bers of the Society had lunch at 
the Nelson Hotel in Poughkeepsie 
that day and then proceeded to 
the Rosevelt estate six miles dis- 
tant at Hyde Park. Present were 
Judge David D. Caldwell, Wilbur 
F. Cannon, Milton Daub, John B. 
Foster. Richard P. Hedley, Ernest 
A. Kehr, Hans Lagerloef, Donald 
F. Lybarger, Mr. and Mrs. Van 
Dyk MacBride, Lawrence Manno, 
H. Clay Musser and Adolph Steeg. 

Here they entered the spacious 
estate of the late president and 
were conducted to the green-wall- 
ed garden where America’s great 
war leader lies buried. With a few 
appropriate words in tribute to 
President Roosevelt as a philate- 
list and member of the American 
Philatelic Society, Mr. Lybarger 
placed on the grave a dignified 
floral spray composed of palm 
leaves on which were strewn six 
dozen red roses.

A RECORD OF 
PLACE-NAMES 


By-Wesley Smith 











How post offices received their 
names is often recorded in the 
philatelic press—probably for two 
reasons: (1) It is of interest to 
postmark collectors, and (2) It is 
part of America’s postal history. 
Because of our interest in post- 
marks, how, when, and maybe 
where, the village and small town 
postoffices were named has been 
intriguing to us. 

Recently we have discovered 
that we are not alone in our in- 
terest in -place-naming. How 
towns, rivers, cross roads, etc., ob- 
tained their names is becoming 
one of the interesting phases of 
American History. This is seen by 
the number of books, magazines, 
and newspaper items which are 
recording this interesting and in- 
formative data. 

The history of place-names in 
the United States will run parall- 
el with the English colonization, 
French and Spanish exploration, 
and Indian history, as well as 
other phases. 

Recently LIFE (July 2, 1945) 
included an article on “Names of 
the Lanad” which is a review of 
George R. Stewart’s new book of 
the same name (Random House 
$3.00). In this new book, Mr. 
Stewart tells in an_ interesting | 
manner his study of the naming 
of our America. 

Later, We read an article en- 
titled ‘Missouri Names” in a Sun- 
day edition of the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. The writer, Miss 
Janet Weakley, gives us some in- 
teresting information about our 
home state. 

In her article she states that 
graduate students of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri have done pains- 
taking research on place-names 
in the “Show Me” State. We tra- 
veled the thirty miles from Jef- 
ferson City to Columbia one after- 
noon to check on Miss Weakley’s 
information. 

Yes, she was correct in her state- 
ment, for it appears that back in 
1928, Professor Robert L. Ramsey 
of the University English Depart- 
ment suggested to two of his gra- 





use placenames of several’ Miss- 
ouri Counties as the subject of 
their Master’s Theses. 


Fourteen more students have 
followed the same advice and now 
there is an authentic record of 
how, when, and where, towns and 
villages, rivers and creeks, and 
country and city schools were 
named for some ninety of the 114 
counties of Missouri. These re- 
cords are all Master’s Theses and 
there are printed and bound co- 
pies on file in the Missouri Uni- 
versity Library, where they are 
accessible to all. 


This work is not haphazardly 
done, for much scientific research, 
thoughtful planning, and “burn- 
ing of the midnight oil” are re- 
flected by the type of material in 
them, 


For information, the students 
have studied old county and state 
maps, postal guides ‘through the 
years, Missouri Histories, and his- 
tories of the various countries. All 
of these students used correspon- 
dence and interviews to obtain 
valuable (heretofore unrecorded) 
information from older inhabi- 
tants of the community. The ar- 
chieves and library of the State 
Historical Society (located in the 
Unibersity+ Library Building) 
proved invaluable to many of the 
students. 


The theses classify the types of 
names according to orgin., One 
student used the following classi- 
fiction: 

1. Borrowed 

2. Names showing non-English 
influence, 

3. Names showing historical in- 
fluence. 

4. Names of people. 

5. Names of local environment. 

a. Location 
b. Fauna 
c. Flora 

6. Names of ideal and literary 
association, 

7. Names of caprice 

a. Coined 

b. Government 
c. Humorous 
d. Sobriquet 

No doubt, these students have 
made a_ compilation that will 
prove worthy of their efforts in 
years to come, Personally, we 
would like to have copies of these 
theses on our bookshelf. 

One student has recorded how 
our home town of Kirksville was 
named. The legend saays that a 
Mr. Jesse Kirk bribed the town 
commissioners with a turkey din- 
ner if they would name the town 
for him. So the town of Kirks- 
ville became the county seat. 
“That’s the way we heard it too,
